As miglit rea-sonably 
be expected, one <»f South Carolina’s hot headed 
sons, Keitt, was the provoker and the beginner 
of the mclcc. It will be remembered that in the 
Brooks and Sumner dilTiculty, Mr. Keitt raised 
his stick to strike .Mr Crittenden for expressing 
his condemnation of the brutal assault, but very 
wisely concluded to place it by his side again 
without using it Being emulous of the noto 
riety of Mr. Brooks, Keitt has again endeav 
ored to bully members of Congre*s, and fiml- 
ing himself foiled in the attempt re«ortO<i to 
blows Now, we deeply regret that a blow should 
have been struck in Congress at all, but inas 
mueb as Mr. Keitt began the assault, we arc 
heartily rejoiced that Mr. Grow knocked him 
down, and do mos» earnestly hope that he be- 
labored him vvcll. A numher of those south 
cm fire-eaters havi* taken it into their half crack 
ed heails that northern men won’t fight, and 
therefore arc continually insulting and at- 
tempting to brow boat them. The only way to 
stop this insolence is for some five nr six north- 
ern Congressmen to defend their good names as 
becomes men, and let these South Carolinian 
bullies understand tint they must keep civil 
tongue.s in their heads an<l their hands to them 
selves orexpeetto be held to a.sr.rict accountabil- 
itv. if some ten or twelve of them should re- 
ceive ounce bullets in their digestive organs, it 
would he truly surprising how remarkably cour- 
teous they would suddenly become. The eon 
duct of Burlingame threw such an imputation 
over the reputation of men in his section, that 
the cowardice of northern men has become al- 
most proverbial in the south, and the most timid 
youth in Kentucky would not tliink his person 
endangered by an attempt to castigate an Ab- 
olitionist. We have ever believed that such an 
imputation was exceedingly unjust, but the soon 
cr that northern men prove it to be so the better. 
We should then have no more swaggering, 
blackguarding, and lUticuning in Congress. 

ET In another column we publish a communi 
cation from a respec5cd friend, over the sig 
nature of “GRANT,” up *n the subject of p«ih 
lie lecturing. We are sincerely glad that our 
remarks upon this subject have attracted the 
attention of our correspondent, and we would 
seek to impress their truth and importance upon 
the minds of every one in the community. The 
lecturer, if his own mind is properly disciplined 
and educated, will invariably throw out sugges- 
tions which will do much toward directing the 
young to a healthy and beneficial course of reading 
and study, as he will also inspire them with a 
thirst to become better acquainted with subjects 
which he can, at best, handle but cursorily. It 
is the spirit of enquiry which he awakens, as 
much as the subject matter of his discourse, 
which makes the well-informed and accomplish 
ed public lecturer useful in society and in liter 
aturc. He furnishes food for agreeable and in. 
structive conveisation, and thus becomes a high- 
Iv important person to polite society. There arc 
probably more persons inspired with a noble emu 
lation and praiseworthy ambition by intellectual 
collision and triumphs in debating societies, and 
from listening to public speeches, whether on po- 
lilical, religious, or literary topics, than by any 
other cause. 

Thus far we entirely agree w ith our correspon- 
dent, and cordially invite his co-operation in our 
endeavors to arouse a tii-te for refined iutellcct 
ual amuseincnis in our State. But we really do 
not Join in with him in his dcnunciaton of the in 
nocent amusement of dancing. While we are 
strongly in favor of furnishing hee.Uhy and pala- 
table food for the mind, we would also sedulous- 
ly cultivate the development of the body. The 
one depends upon the other, and while every 
nerve should be strained to provide means of ed- 
ucating the minds and immortal souls of men, 
each institution of the kind should be provided 
with a gymnasium for the proper development of 
the physical man. More harm, in our opin- 
ion, results from teaching the young to guard 
against others of the opposite sex, as a set of 
villains than from that villainy itself. We would 
introduce lecturing into our academies, and in- 
to our public rooms, but we would also introduce 
billiard tables, calisthenics, fencing, and dancing 
into tlic family circle, and think that we had done 
the community a service. Dancing is a heabhy 
ami agreeabb* exercise, and should be enconr 
aged. The body should yield precedence to the 
mind, because the mind of man is formed after 
the image of his maker; but still, we must con- 
fess to being sufticicnlly of a materialist to glori- 
fy man in the flesh.

Santa Anna and Pilloxr. 

The blundering garrulity of Gen. Gideon J. 
Pillow, as to the bribery of Santa Anna by 
Gen. Scott, has awakened the ire of the Mexi- 
can Gom ral. That hero not only responds, with 
ail indigiianc denial of the charges (in which 
Gen SroTT had anticipated him,) but ho also in- 
timate.-i a blood thirsty desire to “meet” Gen. 
Pillow, ui ihe first favorable opportunity. It 
seems, moreover, that the sham disclosure of the 
gre it 'I'eniiesseean is likely to prove a godsend 
to the exiled patri* t Just at this particular 
juncture, he i> evidently anxious to turn it to ac 
count, by improving so good tin opportunity, 
bucked t>y the statements of Scott, to turn the 
tables on hi.-* enemies, lo work on the sympathies 
of the .Mexican public, ami to get up a tide of 
etilhiisiasm that will again float him into power 
lie doe: this with some skill, perhaps, consider- 
ing what kind of people he hu'i to deal with; and 
in a style of egorism and bombast quite eharac 
tcristic. 

He rehe irses bis former brilliant services in 
Mexico; ri‘Couni> the » xalted positions he has 
held by the voice of his eountryineii, bestowed 
by reason of bis “deeds of firmness, and numer- 
ous at* 1 repeated acts of patriotism ;” and declares 
that he “knows full well the high place he occu- 
pies in the hearts of the great majority” of the 
Mexican people “I am also ^vell assured,” he 
«oi*s on to say, “that no calumnies w hatever will 
ever be able to Ie-‘Sen, much less to destroy, the 
high tstceni and proluund gratitude which is en 
lerlained toward me, both on account of my 
noble sentiment and as w'cll as on account of my 
acknowledged patriotism.” After j 4 fine exordi- 
um of this sort — spun out through several para 
graph.s— he proceeds directly to the charges of 
Pillow , which have been industriously circulated 
through Mexico. We quote the more important 
portion of this response: 

‘‘The American General, Pillow, who was one 
of the invaders ol iny country in lc'47, being 
desirous of making himself a name aiiiung his 
conntryrneij <Mndiil.ito for the United Slates 
Si*nate at Washington, published not long ago an 
.triicle in which, after ^.escribing blmsell as a 
wonderl'ul military hero against the Mexicans, he 
has (he audacity to say (hat the Commander in 
Chiet of (he American army at lliat period was 
hold enough (o iiLike «‘eriain dishonorable propo 
sitions to me. and that 1 had been brought to list 
» II to and even to accept them. 

‘•n'ln- purport and object of these projiositions 
as Gen. Pillow alleges, was to put an end to the 
war and to concludi'a treaty of peace in consid- 
eration of a pilitul peeiiniary indemnification, 
which was to be paid for my special an«l individu 
al benefit. The position and standing of (ien. 
Pillow ill his own countrv must be indeed very lit 
tl<* lobe envied if in omler to reacli the elevation 
which was tiie object of his ambition, be liiuU it 
necessary to resort to (lie base and low scheme of 
inventing and fabricating calumnies ami false 
hoods. Siicli conduct is utterlv unworthy a 9<»l 
dier and a gentleman, the mor«- .so as the ilistance 
whi<4i divide.sus from eucli other enables him to 
speak in safety and with impunity. Without at 
all up the. riyht ichich I have of calliny upon 

him, whrn circumstances shall permit, to account to 
me for his conduct, as if is due to me that he should, 

I sliall eonteiit my.self for the ]iresent with repel 
ling, with llie utmost iiidignarion, that U infa- 
mous calumny, nolwiihslaiiding that General 
Scott himself, impelled like a mm of honor by a 
nadiral S4*iise of justice, has crushed him down 
to (he v« rv tiu->t, and thus pulverized him, in an 
article which has also Lecn publisluMl in the 
United States. What man is there who, knowing 
my standing in .Mexico — knowing the large for 
tune which I pos>es.s**d, and the dignity and eleva 
lion of my character, could imagine that I would 
have submitted to the dogredation of even for a 
moment, to such an infamous proposition as that 
which Gen. Pillow talks ol? Is there a tnan who 
would has e presuinod at that time to have ea;4 
upon me such a disgraceful imputation, knowing. 
IS cveiyhudy knew, the biltci rage xvbich I iiour 
ished in my iieart against those enemies of mv 
countrv, ag:iinst whom I was always fighting with 
ar<l<»r and firiunoss. 

“.Although General Scott, on his side, has per- 
formed his duty, my duty calls imperatively up 
on me to declare solemnly, in the face of the 
whole world, that General Pillow, in his fiilse 
and Iving prodiiclioi*, ha.« wholly departed from 
trutii in everything he has said relating to me 
personally. I declare solemnly, that neither with 
General .'^cott, nor with any other person of the 
invading armies, against whom I fought manful- 
ly in the service and in the defen.se of rny coun- 
try, did I have any other communications, or 
hold any other relations w hatsoever, either by 
writing, or by the intermedium of any person or 
persons whatever, except and alone in (he official 
comnmnica lions which were pu lished at the prop- 
er lime. I declare that I preferred lo be banished 
from my countrv, as I have said before, rather 
than be a party in concluding a treaty of peace 
which wa** derogatory to the honor of my coun- 
try, and by which it was spoile<lof much of its 
territory. I refused to partake in making this 
treaty, in spite of the entreaties of many of iny 
eountrynicn, who, unmindful of their country, 
labored to convince me th.tlho peace proposed 
to us, and solicited by the government of the 
United, fc>tates, would be preferable to a contimi- 
Htice of the liorrors of war. 

“When the capital of the republic was captur 
ed by the invader.-*, after enenj inch of ground 
had been valiantly disputed, inch by iiuli, and 
torrent- of blood had been shed, it then became 
necessary to adopt a new plan of operation. — 
'Phis plan I had prepared in the city of Hidalgo, al 
(he distance ot one league only from the enemy. 
'I’he first necessity now* w"as, to maintain the ex- 
istence of tiic national government, and I issued 
orders that its seat should be removed to Quere 
taro. As for myself, I preferred to act in the 
field of battle, as I always had done,” &.C., &.C. 

M'hc patriotic hero, with an eye to the present 
exigency, next goes into a long discourse for bun- 
comb, coming directly to the existing troubles in 
.Mexico, and hurling fiery arrows at his enemies. 
He denies all their talk about his intriguing with 
the Spanish government, and his purposeofland- 
ing at the hea<l ot foreign troops at. Vera Cruz. 
But he declares that he shall continue to “labor 
without rest” to “destroy the vandalism that, un- 
der the name of government, dominates now” in 
.Mexico. Above all, as the crowning triumph 
over his calumniators, both domestic and foreign, 
he is about to publish a book. “ I have promised 
to the world he says, the history of my political 
and military life, accompanied by documents, 
and I will soon fulfill that promise, to the confu- 
‘iion of my enemies, aud the brilliancy of my 
fame.” 

The genninonc.«3 of this letter will hardly be 
doubted. Its style i.s unmisUtkably Santa An- 
na’s own. Nor will it be doubted that he is in^ 
nocenr of Pillow’s charge.

Public Lectures. 

Mr. Green, Editor of the Commonwealth : 

In the Daily Commonwealth of 2nd Feb., 1 no- 
tice your remarks on and in favor of Public Lec- 
tures as a species of instructive amusement. You 
say, “lectures arc the most instructive of any of 
the public eiiiertHinments, and to a refined and 
cultiv.iti‘d mind, cannot fail to be the most picas 
ing and delightful. We acknowledge ourselves 
lo be more decidedly in favor 'of lecturing than 
wi* :ii>* of any other place of public resort, aud 
or thiM re i-nn desire to have lectures weU pa- 
tioniz'M-'. M •' hone ere long to see the lime 
when iii.striictive aud interesting lectures will be 
absolutely essential to give life and animation to 
every county town in the Sbite.” 

I have quoted the above remiirks for the pur- 
pose of saying that I am glad they were written; 
and for the higher purpose of bringing them 
aaain before the readers of the Commonwealth. 
It cannot be expected that an (*ditor of a politi- 
cal paper can become the particular defender of 
morality and religion in every column of every 
issue; yet it is exceedingly pleasant to know, that, 
occasionally and incidentally, morality is defend- 
ed by the effort to direct the public mind to some- 
thing higher, and far bettor than “the dance, the 
ball, or the hop.” Yet 1 wish it were more fash- 
ionahlf. to say the least, to point out in the col- 
unms of our public journals the great moral as 
w<-il as intellectual benefit to be gained by at 
lending literary and scientific lectures, as well as 
from not attending other places of ainusenient. 
where both instructinn and mor.ility have but 
few friends. 

I add, in the language above quoted, “I long 
to see Uie time when instructivi* and interesting 
bjctures will be esteemed absolutely essential 
to every county town in the 8tate,” an<i to every 
neighborhood of every county town in the State. 

Let any man couverse w ith his sons and daugh- 
ters after returning from hearing a good lecture; 
and then w-ith those of his neighbor who alteud 
“dunces, ball.s, and hops;” and compare their no- 
tions, views, sentiments and opinions, and the con- 
trast will be very plain to ih** most common un- 
derstanding. 

Let him compare Me ycneraf conduct, nioralitv 
and religious tone of those who attend lectures 
with those of ihe persons who “go it on the 
light fantastic toe,” or w ho get the tvorth of a 
season ticket at the (hi-ater. and the difference 
w ill be equally striking 
Knowledge posse.**ses the power of humbling its 
owner; the lack of it coniivcted with a supposed 
sufficiency, lifts up the weak mind above its level, 
ami renders i very difficult to «*onvincc such a 
mind, that it needs anything, and least of all a 
ynoral tone — a pious inclination. 

Could we have, in every thickiv populated 
iioighhorhood, in every county of Kentucky, a 
w'eekly or monthly leelure upon literary or sci- 
entifie subjects, in ten ye.us our young p»*ople 
would all become thinkers aud doers of a verv 
different kind fWini iliose whoso minds are “full 
of nothing',” and in a much vM>r>e condition than 
if they h:id never learned to spend their time and 
money for nothing. 

1 wish two or three men in every neighborhood 
would gel up some kind of lecture for their peo- 
ple immediately. Lawyers, doctors, teachers’ 
and pieachers ran be found in every coumv who 
would willingly give lectures on suitable siibjecLs; 
and, p« rhaps, if thev will f>egin, and ask the aid 
of the iad’cs. it will become fashionable to attend 
lecturt s. aud equally so, to learn how u* think 
pr«)perly .
